The 
order was carried out here Wed­ 
nesday evening and Orange county 
went without protection

Thanksgiving traffic. 
Today the motorcy cle officers, 
some of them having already dis­ 
carded their uniforms, were 
dis­ 
cussing the situation with D istrict 
Attorney A. P. Nelson and other 
local authorities as to a “way out.”

Intransigeant,

commission 
agreed to include representation 
of the United States on the com­ 
mission, provided that country ap­ 
proved the action. 
This decision of the reparations 
commission is an afterm ath of the 
recent efforts of the United States 
and Great Britain to form a com­ 
mission to fix the amount Germany 
would be able to pay . T hat effort 
failed because of the French reser­ 
vations to the proposal. 
Thereupon Prem ier Poincare an­ 
nounced that the reparations com­ 
mission—which is dominated 
by 
France—would 
organize its own 
commission of ex perts. 
sit was authoritatively stated the 
ex perts probably will not function 
unless the united 
States 
takeB 
part. 
The decision to include Ameri­ 
cans on the ex perts committee is 
declared to constitute a direct in­ 
vitation to the W ashington govern­ 
ment. 
The reparations commission de­ 
cided to form two committees, one 
to investigate 
German 
finances 
and 
the 
other 
German 
capital 
abroad.

CHURCH 
“And when the day of Pentecost 
was now come, they were all to­ 
gether In one place.”—x 1. 
It is 
not within the province of these 
notes, and much less is it the dis­ 
position of the writer, to discuss 
any of the numerous theologico* 
controversial subjects embraced in 
or suggested by the text of today’s 
lesson. 
Suffice It to say that for many 
long, long years here was one of 
the noted battle-grounds of debate 
between religious (!) “Pros” and 
“Antis”—which usually began, pro­ 
ceeded and ended quite irreligious­ 
ly. 
As nothing was gained then, 
there can be no advantage now in 
telling what were some of these 
much-discussed subjects, so hotly 
pursued as they went with accel­ 
erated motion, but always in a 
circular 
direction, 
coming 
back 
with the regularity of the seasons 
to the place of beginning. 
Let us 
he glad that we have learned the 
lesson of religious charity, that 
neither the “Pros” nor “Antis” of 
an earlier time knew who, through 
controversy, gained 
nothing 
and 
lost much. 
Making Haste by Waiting 
Aside from what might be con­ 
sidered one of the purely religious 
phases 6r aspects of the events of 
that day or time, referred to in 
the lesson, there is a sound prin 
ciple involved in the collective as 
sembling 
of these 
120 
persons. 
“They were all together in one 
place”—and for a similar purpose 
or purposes. It is at least implied 
that on this particular day, as be­ 
fore, they were engaged in prayer, 
—Acts 1:14. 
And earnest prayer 
is a good preparation for any and 
all important undertakings, little 
as we know about the rhUoSophy 
of it—if indeed vheie be any fur 
us to krow. 
And momentous was 
the task before them; that of go­ 
ing forth to- Christianize the world. 
They must la ve oTen and seri­ 
ously deliberated concerning the 
work in which they we?e about to 
engave. 
There is always much to 
be gained by an interchange of 
ideas, whore all are mutually con- 
| cerned. 
Do not overlook the value 
of this, whether the undertaking 
contemplated be of a sacred or 
secular nature. If you, with others 
have some matter of great moment 
awaiting your efforts, do not be in 
too great hurry to begin. 
Remem 
her the old saying: 
“The more 
; haste the less speed.” 
These disciples waited, hut they 
i were not idle. 
Neither should you 
j spend idly the time of waiting. Of 
| all passive sins, perhaps the great­ 
est is idleness. 
The devil always 
finds some busy 
work 
for 
idle 
hands and minds to do. 
No Contention 
There was no spirit of conten­ 
tion or disagreement to manifest 
itself to those waiting disciples. 
One version says of them, “They 
were all with one accord in one 
j place.” 
Exactly as now, harmony 
of thought, feeling and action pre­ 
pared them for what they were to 
do. 
They were to tarry together, 
according to the Savior’s request 
of and promise to them, till they 
were “clothed with power from on 
high.” 
Does anyone think for a moment 
that 
this 
enduement 
of 
power 
would have come to them, if they 
had spent the time in idleness or 
worse? 
Thq,t would not have been 
according to any known law of 
God or man. 
Those receive help 
who show a willingness to help 
themselves. 
If you feel that some 
great task awaits you, at some 
psycological moment in the future, 
you will not spend a single hour 
“killing time.” 
Alone, or with kin­ 
dred interests, you will ever be 
found getting yourself ready for 
that eventful day. 
“ T im e -kille rs” 
De ride d 
No time-killer is ever called by 
God or man to render a great ser­ 
vice. 
If these disciples were ac­ 
cused Of being “filled with new 
wine,” after their enduement with i 
power, bear well in mind that your 
inspiration and ability for the su- j 
preme effort of your life will not j 
result from bottlle of “liooch” and 
convivial companions. In this way 
an aspiring but time-killing young 
man has gone down to ignominous 


defeat, when the great opportunity 
of his life came to him. 
God 
keeps 
a most wonderful 
preparatory 
school, 
where 
He 
makes ready, largely through their 
own efforts, those who are to serve 
Him on a still higher plane. 
Do 
you 
have 
the 
very 
satisfying 
thought that you are a pupil in 
God’s school, and that at almost 
any moment he may “clothe you 
with power from on high,” and 
send you forth to accomplish a 
great work for humanity? 
Well, 
then, if you are in His school of 
prayer and praise and preparatory 
waiting, a day of Pentecost will as 
surely come to you.
